few attorneys had seen the law and 
are not prepared 
to 
venture 
any 
opinion as to its working. 
There seems to he no question but 
th at the law will affect the Rushville 
Co-operative Telephone company and 
the three gas oempanies at anv ml?. 
The doubt lies in question 
whether 
th e Rushville water and light plant, 
because it is owned by the munici­ 
pality, will come under the provision 
of the act. 
There are those who can not see 
it in any other way hut that the mu­ 
nicipal plant will be under the di­ 
rected of the commission the same 
a s any other public utility. 
The m a­ 
jority of the sections in the act refer 
to tlie public utilities as “each pub­ 
lic utility" or “every public utility." 
There i- every reason to believe that 
this clause would include 
utilities 
owned by municipalities. 
Some question has been raised in 
the 
minds 
of* 
Rushville 
people 
w hether or not the commission will 
take any action in regard t<> the g a s 
rates that are now in effect in R ush- 
ville. 
The commission will have the 
power to disregard any city ordU 
nance. 
That body can fix the rate 
charged by any public utility at what 
it actually ought to be, whether the 
change is lower or higher. 
Some Rushville people believe that 
the commission will attem pt to equal­ 
ize the charge made for natural gas 
by tlie 
different 
companies. 
The 
Rushville Gas company 
last 
fall 
raised its rate from 25 cents to -10 
cents a thousand. 
Many 
patrons 
objected and the raise resulted in 
some discontinuing the use of gas for 
lieating purposes. 
The 
other 
two 
gas companies aie limited to a charge 
of* 15 cents a thousand by a city or- 
dinn nee. 
The following clause indicates tiial 
public utilities will 
cause 
a 
lot 
of trouble by the operation of this 
a c t: 
“ Every public utility shall keep 
and render to the commission in the 
m anner and form prescribed by the 
comimssion, uniform accounts of all 
business transacted. 
In formulating 
a system of accounting for any class 
of public utilities 
the 
commission 
shall consider any system 
of 
a c ­ 
counting established by any federal 
law, commission or department and 
of any system authorized by a n a­ 
tional association of such utilities.” 
Further still: “Every public utility 
shall file with the commission, within
